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KINDLING LIGHTS 
IN INDIA. 

An Address Delivered By Mrs. 
M. G. Thomson, of Paris, 
Ku.. At the District 
C. W. B- M. 
Convention In Mt. Steilinrj, 
Ku.. April 25, 1905. 

The spirit of the age, the genius 
of the Universe, the pledge of tin 
"New Time" is being fulfilled ii 
the promise, "rn the last days, I 
will pour out my spiriton all flesh." 
Some one has said that, "All crea- 
tion is on the march ; stars are re- 
volving; the dead crust of the 
earth feels the necessity of changi 
the vegetable kingdom is moving 
onward and upward; the animal 
kingdom, too, keep step, uneon 
\cioua of the impelling cause; and 
An, as if he heard the music, 
-drowsily, and afar off, joins the 
8 1 range procession, and struggle! 
onward and upward, marching witl 
unseen banners to some greai 
cnUrpiiac. Tub Nineteenth Cen- 
tury was filled with great anc 
noble deeds, wrought by the handi 
of man ; and the Twentieth Cen 
turv, with its great discovery 



, bids 
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devine invas 
eration that God comes, pouring 
out his heart in tidal waves, mak 
ing each man a sage, each hand 
maiden a prophet of better days 
and higher things. No where di 
we see this more fully exemplified 
than in the work done by the C. 
W, B. M., and in no other country 
have we such varied and 
portunities, as we have in far-away 
India; and we thank God that the 
time has come, when we can see the 
kindling lights of God's diviac 
mercy in the Orient. 

After working for many years in 
in Easl, Dr. Geo. F. Pentecost said 
"I have never had more than oue 
conviction, India is the key to the 
foteign missionary problem of the 
East; it is the key-stone in the 
arch to the new christian world, 
and to take it for Christ, will be to 
signalize the overthiow of heath 
enisui." 

Every C. W. H. M. woman knows 
something of our work in India, 
and it will only be necessary for 
me to give a few general facts to 
have you more fully realize that 
the light of God's love has been 
but kindled in the heart of the 
Orient. 

We began our work in India in 
1£82, when 4 missionaries were 
•[.jyt across the wateis, and by 
pvijrer and supplication to God 4 
stations were first permanently 
establithed, Kelaspur, 1885; Deog- 
hnr, laso; Bina. 1894; Mahoba, 
1895, and since then we have estab- 
lished 4 new stations, Pendra 
Roods, opened in 1900, Calcutta, 
1900; Rath, 1902, and Maudha in 
November, 1903, making a total of 
8 missionary stations, with 25 
missionaries, 4 assistant missiona- 
ries, 53 native helpers, 13 schools 
with 708 pupils, 4 Orphanages with 
S97 orphans, 10 bungaloes, 4 
ijjpapilals wuli about 1,500 patients^ 
and upwards ol 150 Zenanas or 
homes open to u-. 

The work in character is Evan- 
gelistic. The gospel unto all the 
world is the message of authority 
to our missionaries, and then out 
aim in life is to please Christ, and 
to bring souls into his service. To 
further this aim regular church 
services are held, with Sunday 
Schools, Christian Endeavor and 
Prayer Meetings. 

Another important work is the 
village work. By wayside wells, 
and halting places, in the fields, 
when the people thresh out their 



grain, in front of the village Gods, 
on the steps of their Temples; to 
the young, and to the old, to rich 
and poor, to high and low. alike, 
the message of salvation through a 
crucified and risen Saviour is 
preached by the anointed of God. 

We can never estimate the value 
of the Orphanage work done by 
our missionaries in India; and 
eternity alone will bring them their 
reward ; for they have the blessed 
assurance, "In that they have 
done it for the least of these the 
little ones, they have done it for 
the Master." 

We must not fall to mention the 
light that eminates from the Ze- 
nana or home work. 

A high caste Indian not many 
years ago became interested in some 
needle work done by one of our 
missionaries, and requested this 
godly woman to go into his Indian 
home and teach an Indian woman 
how to sew. This was God's op- 
portunity, for with every stitch was 
interwoven the story of the blessed 
Gospel, and to-day our Woman 
Missionaries have no more impor- 
tant work in India than their Ze 
nanda work. In this land, it is 
only in the home, that a woman can 
be reached, as she is never permit 
ted to appear in public. Even in 
benighted India the mother is the 
angel-spirit of the home. She 
trains and directs her children, 
while the father rules not one home 
but many, not in one heart, but in 
many hearts. When we reach 
mo'.herhood in India, we reach 
childhood. When we win the chil- 
dren for Christ, we shall win the 
Orient. God grant that Zenana 
work may continue in India, till 
every mother's heart is made happy 
and glntf in the light of the Gospel 
of peace. 

But let us pause upon the thresh- 
old ol this work, for we are still 
upon the threshold. With Evan- 
gelistic, village, medical, school or- 
phanage, and Zenana work, and 2.0 
faithful missionaries to kindle the 
lights of divine instruction in In- 
dia—with all these— are we satis- 
lied? 

India contains one-sixth of the 
entire human race or 280 millions 
of people, aad when we compare 
our work with what is yet to be 
done, we still hear the Macedonian 
call, "Come over and help us," and 
we may yet sing with hearts full of 
grief :

This is especially true in the 
great centers of India ; there 
millions in these great cities who 
have never even seen a missionary, 
millions who know nothing of the 
Gospel of Love. The great capitol 
of India, Calcutta, is the seat of 
the Univeraity of Calcutta will 
20,000 students. It is estimatec 
that these college students, edu 
:ated men, who know not Christ, 
nlluence yearly more than 100 
millions of people. The city is 
full of temples and shrines, in 
of which contain the most horrible 
and debased symbols of Hindi) di 
vinities. The C. W. B. M. fully 
realized that Calcutta was a rich 
field awaiting capable laborers, and 
they established a Bible Lecture- 
ship in this great city in 1900, 
sending your own brother and 
lister Forest to take charge of this 
mportant work. These faithful 
ervants of God remained till 
Karen 28, 1903, when Mrs. Forest's 



our sisterhood have raised money 
to build the Burgess Memorial in 
Calcutta. The work of saving 
souls is still in its infancy in this 
great city. It is estimated that 
possibly 2,000 out of the great body 
of 30,000 students in this great 
metropolis are Christians. A vis- 
ion of opportunity is opened before 
us, but since the return of brother 
and sister Forest our work has no 
leader, and it seems to me that Bro. 
Forest is right when he says, "No 
sadder page of our missionary- his- 
tory has ever been written." Bro- 
ther and sister Lockhart are under 
appointment to take up this work 
after another year, but during the 
interim let us remember that the 
groans of the suffering, and the 
cries of the dying are going up to 
Heaven from that populous city. 
This mass of people who know not 



the sorrow of mankind are a mighty 
appeal to the church that sends th< 
plea of the simple Gospel of Christ 
for to win this mighty host would 
be to Bend them as light-bearers to 
the countless millions of their own 
fellow-countrymen. 

Let our prayers ascend to God 
for Calcutta, and for all the kind 
ling lights in India ; may they be- 
come beacon-lights to guide the 
missionary hosts of the C. W. B. M. 
on to victory for the Lord ; may 
he glad day hasten when the light 
f the Gospel of Christ will illumi 
nate the darkest corners of India, 
and when we shall encamp and 
hang out the banners of victory to 
Him who liveth in Eternity, befoie 
whom a thousand years are but 
a day, and one day as u thousand 
years.

In regard to the mud 
roads in various counties we are 
convinced that there needs to be 
more work — systematic, thoughtful 
work — not pitching a few bushrs 
and » little dirt in a sink that h..s 
no drainage, while tons of rock are 
near by if not actually pitched out 
of the roadbed. The road from 
Torrent will, in some places in win- 
ter and early spring, be hai> how- 
ever much work (less than piking) 
be put on it. Much of the road is 
now in fine condition, smooth and 
safe; but we do not see any excuse 
for some of those dangerous places.

What is Poultry? 

There are six principal classes of 
poultry — namely: Chickens, ti 
keys, geese, ducks, guineas, a 
pigeons. They form the sources 
three kinds of products — feathe 
meat, and eggs. The first named 
clasp supplies nine-tenths of the 
poultry products of the country. 
The next three classes — turkeys, 
geese, and ducks — are raised al- 
most wholly for their flesh, which 
is highly prized, especially duriiiii 
the holiday season. 

The guinea fowl forms an unim-

However, when thrown with 
another flock of poultry they render 
valuable service as sentinels. The 
guinea is alert and noisy — always 
eady to give timely alarm of ap- 
iroaching danger so that other 
owls may seek shelter. 

The pigeon forms a small, though 
by no means unimportant, class. 
The highly forced young pigeon, 
popularly known as the "squab." 
finds much favor with certain 
classes of people. The popularity 
of the "squab" iB likely to endure, 
for its flesh is tender, nutritious. 



ChiclsenB have been divided into 
three grcups, each comprising many 
breeds. These groups are : First— 
The Mediterranean, egg producers 
and nonsitter8, represented by the 
Brown, Buff, and White Leghorns, 
Second — The American, general or 
.1 purpose, represented by the 
White, Buff, a&d atafad Fiymoutn 
R3cks, the Wyandottes, and the 
Rhode Island Rede. Third— The 
itics, meat producers, represent- 
ed by the Light and Dark Brahmas, 
the Cochins, and the Langshans. 
The se'ection of the breed neces- 
,rily depends upon the kind or 
kinds of products desired. If eeg 
production alone is sought tbm 
ie one of the Mediterranean 
breeds should be selected. If meat 
lone is the desideratum the selec- 
tion should be made from among 
the Asiatics. But if. both meat 
and eggs are demanded either two 
breeds must be selected and main- 
tained or the selection must be con- 
fined to the American or dual pur- 
>ee group. 

The selection of the breed is im- 
portant, but the maintenance of the 
purity, health and vigor of that 
breed is vastly more important. If 
pure breeds possess merit over the 
scrub, the truth of which no well 
informed person will undertake to 
controvert, it would seem to be de- 
irable that the identity of the 
breed should be maintained. There- 
, the selection of the breed 
t be followed by proper methods 
in handling. Otherwise the godd 
lesults sought through the selec- 
tion of thoroughbred fowls will 
hardly be realized. — Farm Sentinel.

Gigantic Idol in Japan. 

Two miles from Kamakura, and 

about twenty from Yokohama, i 
Japan, on a terrace near the templi 
sits the most gigantic idol in the 
world. It is the brazen image of a 
deity, and dates from the reign of 
Kmpeior SLomu, who died A. D. 
748. The dimensions of this idol 
are colossal. Its height, from the 
base of the lotus (lower upon which 
it sits to the top of its head, is 
sixty-three and one half feet. The 
face is sixteen feet in length and 
nine and one-half feet wide; the 
eyes are three feet nine inches from 
corner to corner, the eyebiows live 
and one-half feet, and the ears are 
eight and one-half lecl. The chest 
is twenty feet in depth, and the 
middle finger is exactly live feet 
long.

A surprise was sprung in the 
Caleb Powers case at Georgetown 
when tne matter came up of fixing 
a date for his trial. The surprise 
was in the nature of a petii 
signed by Frank S. Black, ex-Gov- 
ernor of New York, and Richard 
Yates, ex-Governor of Illinois, as 
bis attorneys, asking the removal 
of his case to the United Stafc 
Court on the ground that he cs 
not secure in Kentucky the righ 
and equal protection of the laws 
that are his as a citizen of the 
United States under the Constiti 
tion and laws. 

CLAIMS I'AKDON LEGAL. 

The petition also maintains that 
the pardon granted Powers by 
Taylor was legal and is effective 
and that at the time it was issued 
Taylor had been recognized as 
Governor of Kentucky by the Pres- 
ident, Attorney General and PoBt- 
master General. It is. set forth 
that at the time both the Republi 
cans and Democrats were trying to 
hold the State Government at 
Frankfort, mail was received at 
Frankfort addressed ' Governor of 
Kentucky," and the Postmaster at 
Frankfort being in a quandary as 
to whom to deliver it to appealed to 
Washington.
